U.S. budget clears 
crucial Senate vote 


WASHINGTON A two-year U.S. budget deal on 
Tuesday cleared a Senate procedural vote that 
all but assured its passage by a simple majority 
later this week in the Democratic-controlled 
chamber. 

The Senate voted 67-33 limit debate on 
the measure, exceeding the required 60 votes 
and overcoming the opposition of conservative 
Republicans who objected to increased near- 
term government spending. 

Twelve Republicans joined 53 Democrats and 
two independents in supporting the measure, 
which aims to minimize the threat of another 
government shutdown through Oct. i, 2015. It 
won passage in the House of Representatives 
by an overwhelming margin last week.

Anthony Alfano, a CGHA board member

you the strength to be able to keep going.” 

The group says there’s only one major dif- 
ference between their locker room and others. 

“Our locker room’s a little more fim than 
everyone else,” said Brian Hull, a 30-year-old 
Lakeview resident and league board member. 

The CGHA has teams in a number of local 
city leagues. Teams from the CGHA also will 
travel beyond the Chicago area three to five 
times per year for tournaments. 

The league’s expansion plans sound ambi- 
tious. The board sees places like New York 
and Toronto and wonders why there are gay 
leagues there and not in Chicago, a town that 
prides itself on welcoming the LGBT com- 
munity with open arms. 

“Chicago is the gay center of the Midwest,” 
Hull said. “It’s ridiculous that we’re not bigger 
than we are already” 

Part of the problem, said Michael Ko, is 
hockey is already popular in Chicago. 

“You don’t have to come to one place,” the 
39 -year-old Bucktown resident said. “If you’re 
an hour away you’re not going to drive to join 
a team.” 

The solution, Alfano said, is as simple as 
the group speaking up. 

“We have gone to a lot of organizations in 
the city and the surrounding suburbs to let 
them know that our organization does exist,” 
Alfano said. 

Ko, one of the CGHA’s original members, 
estimates that about one-fourth of its players 
are straight. 

“I do see us being an entire Chicago 
LGBT-friendly league, of teams that are play- 
ing against each other and anyone can join re- 
gardless of your sexual identity” Alfano said. 
“The mission of our organization is to provide 
a safe space for people who want to play hock- 
ey regardless of your gender identity or sexual 
orientation.”

In the early 
’70s, Detroit 
broth- 
ers David, 
Bobby and 

Dannis Hackney picked up some 
instruments and started bashing out 
scrappy, high-octane rock tunes 
under the name Death, record- 
ing a handful of tracks before 
breaking up unceremoniously 
in 1977. When David, who 
functioned as the band’s pri- 
mary songwriter, died of lung 
cancer in 2000, it appeared to 
put a final period on things. 

Then, beginning in 2008, 
something interesting happened. 
“Politicians in My Eyes,” a single the 
band self-released in 1974, started to 
make the rounds among influential 
tastemakers like Questlove, and 
Bobby’s sons, Julian, Urian and Bobby 
Jr., launched a Death cover band 
called Rough Francis. A Newark 
Times profile followed as well as a re- 
cord deal with Drag City In 2013, the 
brothers’ story was beautifully told 
in the documentary ‘A Band Called

In some ways, 2014 is shaping up 
to be an even bigger year for the 
trio (family friend Bobbie Duncan 
stepped in for the late David Hack- 
ney).

the healing we needed at the time. We had 
the Vietnam War and leaders getting assas- 
sinated, like Bobby Kennedy and President 
Kennedy and Martin Luther King Jr. We 
saw music as an escape, and like ev- 
erybody else we wanted to escape 
from all the turmoil that was 
going on in America. 


People have described your 
music as punk before punk 
existed. Did you realize at the 
time you were on to some- 
thing different? 

Dannis Hackney: We just thought 
we were playing good music. We 
didn’t think of it as punk music be- 
cause those were the early days, and 
if you went around calling people 
punks, you got a bloody nose, man. 
Punk hadn’t been coined yet. 

BH: We always called it hard- 
driving rock ’n’ roll. 

DH:The one thing we all knew 
unequivocally was there 
was no other black 
band in Detroit 
playing that kind of 
music [laughs]. 

In the film, you talk 
about Detroit be- 
ing this thriving 
metropolis when 
you were chil- 
dren. What was 
your reaction 
when the city filed 
for bankruptcy? 

DH: It makes us sad, 
man. It was a whole 




different Detroit when we grew up. It was 
Detroit Rock City It was Motown. It was a 
fast-moving, fast-paced city To see it now ... 
is really hard for us. It’s not the Detroit we 
grew up with. 

Whaf s it been like experienc- 
ing this Death renaissance 
without David? 

DH: I have been able to take 
it in because of the conver- 
sations me and David had 
before he left. He used to tell 
us things like, “This music is not 
going to make it till I’m gone,” and, 
“You guys are going to realize this dream, 
but I won’t be there because I don’t really 
want to go through the money trip,” which is 
what he used to call it. I remember [talking 
to] David [at my wedding] in [September] 
2000 and ... he looked at me and said, “Man, 
I’m going to make sure Bob has the [Death] 
master tapes and everything, because after 
this you won’t see me anymore.” Then one 
month after I got married, David died. 

Why do you think the music has endured? 

DH: People are saying it was ahead of its time, 
and we always knew David was ahead of his 
time. David was always telling us we were 
doing something no one else was doing. On 
the east side of Detroit in the black com- 
munity no one tuned in to rock ’n’ roll, so we 
just thought we were an abnormal thing in 
our own neighborhood. We never thought we 
were an abnormal thing in all of music. 

BH: We used to be the activity in the neigh- 
borhood, like, “Let’s go check out those crazy 
Hackneys!”
